In the attached memorandum from 3A . _ 

date of October 15, 1949, he has made a suggestion That arrangemen s __ 

be made with the Bureau of Customs, Washington, D. C.,for 
obsoene material confiscated by that Agency to be submitted to the 
Bureau nrior to destruotion in order that, if indicated, such material 
might be added to the Bureau's Obsoene File. 

It is noted that SA l^TH made this identical suggestion, as 
reflected In a letter from the New York Division to the Bureau under date 
of Sect ember 2, 1948. At that time he was, advised that tnis matter had 
previously been discussed by the Bureau with the Bureau of Customs at 
Washington, D. C., and that Customs had stated that suoh anarrangemen 
would not be practical or desirable. SAl ^ Iwas informed that in viev /£ 
that situation, no further contact would be made ?/ith the Bureau of Customs 
in connection with his suggestion. 

Concerning the Bureau's prior contaot with the Bureau of Customs, 
in which an effort was made to establish arrangements whereby the Bureau 
would receive representative samples of obsoene matter seized by 
the Bureau of Customs stated by letter of January Tf’} 9 ?*’ ^ 

believe such an arrangement would be practical or desirable in view of 
provisions of Section 305, Tariff Act of 1930, and the regulations issued 
thereunder with respect to the disposition of obscene matter. 

It is noted that Section 305 of the Tariff Aot of 1930 appears as 
Title 19, U. S. Code, Section 1505, whioh relates to the importation of 
immoral articles into the United States. The Section provides for the 
seizure of suoh articles and proceedings- m U. S. District ourt for the 
forfeiture, confiscation and destruction of such material. It then states 
that "Boon the adjudication that suoh book or matter thus seized is of the 
character the entry of which is by this ^Section prohibited, it shall be 
ordered destroyed and shall be destroyed. n 

ACTION TOOMgKDSD^ 

In view of this situation, it is suggested that tnis memorandum 
should be routed to Hr. Clegg for consideration by the Joint Comcnittee, to¬ 
gether with the unfavorable recommendation of the Investigative Division.

Pursuant to vour request I have reviewed the 
Obscene File and find that from an over-all standpoint 
this file is in good condition . The physical portion 
of the file is composed of the following sections. 

2. phonograph records 

The phonograph records are maintained in 
drawer file cabinet . Only one record of a kind is 
maintained in this cabinet. Each record is numbered 
and filed in numerical order. An index card for each 
i record is maintained in a 3 x 5 /lie cabinet. These . 
index cards are arranged alphabetically by title and 
each card contains the number which appears on the 
record which is in file* 

- This method of maintaining the phonograph records 
armears to be a logical one and no improvement is 
suggested, at this tine due to the fact that this system 
works effectively and efficiently• 

2. BOOKS 

The obscene books are maintained in a large metal 
supply cabinet and arranged alphabetically by title 
within the cabinet. Only one Prepared /rom \ h 

same print setup is maintained in this cabinet. A 
3 x 5 P index card is maintained by title for each book 
/ in a 3 x 5 fils cabinet. The index cards which are 
! alphabetically arranged list all identifications which 
have been made by file number, 

It is believed that the present arrangement of 
this section of the file is satisfactory as it lends 
itself to ready and quick reference and the volume oj 
this type of material is rather light .

The obscene motion picture film is separated into 
two main croups, namely nude art motion picture film, 
and obscene motion picture film . All of the 
picture film is contained in approximately 2^ jour 
drawer file cabinets• ^ / .

attention is paid to film of this type . 


It is believed that the present arrangement 
for this type of film is satisfactory under 
the circumstances . 


fc. OBSCENE MOTION PICTURE FILM 

The film contained in this section of the file 
is separated into two groups, namely 16mm and Vmm 
film* The titles appear on each can and the cans 
are arranged alphabetically within each of 
two groups . Those films which do not have a title 
are maintained at the end of the file and uarious 
stills have been made from this film in order that 
any new motion picture film which is received may 
be compared with the stills in an effort to 
identify the film . A card index file is maintained 
in a 3 x 5 file cabinet and each card,, which is 
filed alphabetically by title, contains in addition 
'to the title the file number, size of the film, 
and any identifications which have been made. Re¬ 
cently a brief synopsis of what is on the film has 
been placed on all new cards which have been made . 
This brief synopsis of the film makes it unnecessary

The obscene playing cards are arranged partially 
according to the subjects whose pictures appear on these 
cards. The older obscene playing cards are divided into 
groups and there is no problem in searching these older 
cards ; however r the newer obscene playing cards which 
have been received in the past year or so have no particular 
arrangement and since there are several hundred of them . 
which are presently arranged on white cards, it is becoming 
more and more difficult to search them, 

PECOMMENDATION: It is recommended that consideration and 

study be given to a method of classifying and filing these 
newer obscene playing cardspossibly by the printing on the 
cards itself rather than by the photographs which appear 
thereon. Since a number of cases are currently being 
received which contain obscene playing cards it is believed 
desirable that some method be soon devised which will 
shorten the search in this section of the file*

Why, in heaven’s name, should anyone wish 
to undo the work of your very heart? To assault and cor¬ 
rupt and sully and destroy? 

( Because children’s allowances and those dimes and 
quarters they earn can be channeled by filthy Angers into 
a half-billion dollars annual business. A business that has 
DOUBLED in the past five years. 

This situation was called to my attention in a letter 
from Mrs. C. W. Holliday, who is doing what all parents 
should do—making its eradication a personal crusade. And 
I have since investigated. 

I The one hopeful note in the whole grisly picture is 
that Congress shows deep concern over this problem, and 
special committees are giving It serious study. 

Last August a long-overdue law was passed which per¬ 
mits prosecuting these criminals not only at the point of 
mailing but in the community where it is received. 

Even so, “Parents are the key to effective action 
against this racket,” says Postmaster General Summerfleldngta EC 
“They should mobilize community support behind adequate • 
in'y and rally public opinion behind new and 

stiffer legisla tion.” 
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. Ijet-Jiy m »he misled'by those misguided> soui« whn 
scream "censorship,” “civil liberties,” and “freeddmbf the 
press.” If it is not a violation of civil liberties to deny thfe 
sale of liquor or narcotics to a child, it is not abridging 
civil liberties to deny the sale of pornography. 

Remember this: It is a well established fact that sex 
criminals feed their own minds on this sort of filth. Even 
though your children may never be exposed to this ma¬ 
terial, “They could be victims of those who HAVE been 
exposed to it.” 

If and when such an outrage ever comes into your 
home, do NOT simply burn It. Instead, we are urged to: 
1 . Save all materials, including the envelope and all en¬ 
closures. 2 . Turn it immediately over to the local Post¬ 
master, either in person or by mail. 

This is no time to be squeamish. A child’s very life 
may be at stake.
